GREAT RACE 


Silkwood - McKinney Match 
at Santa Ana, 


The Great Side-wheeler an Easy 
Winner in Straight Heats. 


Orange County Wild With Enthusi- 
asm Over the Result. 


The Contest Witnessed by the Largest 
Crowd That Ever Assémbled on @ 
Race Course in Southern Cal. 

tfornta—Eastern Races. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Santa Ana, Sept. 80.—[Special.] 
The great mixed match race has been 
run and Silkwood was the winner in 
2:15% 
and 2:1844. The fact has been demon- 
strated that the wonderful stallion has 
staying qualities but little dreamed of 
by many of McKinney’s most ardent 
admirers. The last quarter of the last 
heat was a wonderful exhibition of 
speed between two of the best horses in 
Southern California. The like was 
mever before seen on a local race 
course. Eight thousand people wit- 
nessed the greatest contest in speed 
ever made south of the Tehachepi with 
the utmost delight. Orange ribbons are 
now worn by boys, girls, men and 
women. Whenthe great side-wheeler 
thundered under the wire winner of the 
third heat and race the  peo- 
ple went wild. A rush was made 
for him, and 2000 people tried 
to get their hands on the pride of 
Orange county. The noble animal 
kindly welcomed the reception given 
him, and lowered his head for the crown 
of orange-colored roses to be placed 
over his beautifully arched neck. He 
received the caresses with kindness, 
and offered no resistence when the bale 
of alfalfa hay was scattered over his 
back. Several men came pushing 
through the crowd with a big pumpkin, 
which was placed in the lap of the 
driver and owner of the winner. Both 
pumpkin and driver were lifted from 
the sulky and carried to the judges’ 
stand, amid the shouts of thousands of 
voices and the confusion of an excited 
people. Alight blanket was thrown 
over the proud horse, and he was forced 
through the crowd to the stable, whe 
hundreds of people went to 
more look at the wonderful animal. 
McKinney was taken tothe other end 
of the long string of stalls, where an- 
other large crowd soon gathered. 

It was a great race, and will long be 
remembered by those who were so for- 
tunate as to witness it. 

AT THE TRACK. 

By 12 o’clock it was evident that the 
largest crowd that ever assembled at a 
race track in Orange county was gath- 
ering. A thousand people were al- 
ready in the grand stand and thou- 
sands more on the grounds and on the 
way from the city. Tnere was one long 
procession of vehicles of every descrip- 
tion, reaching from the city to the 
grounds, a distance oftwomiles. Ad- 
mirers of Silkwood came on the grounds 
with orange bands on their hats, orange 
ties atthe throat and bows of orange in 
the second buttonhole of the coat. A 
casual glance at the grand stand indi- 
cated that everybody was Silkwood’'s 
friend, the sea of beaming counten- 
ances forming a pleasing background 
for the prevailing color. Still the peo- 
ple came, from Los Angeles, San Diego, 
Riverside, San Bernardino, Fresno, 
San Francisco and intermediate points, 
until the ge: grand stand was a surg- 
ing mass @& humanity, and vet but a 
small portion of the crowd could be ac- 
commodated with seats. 

At 12:30 Silkwood was bronght on 
the track and was welcomed by the 
clapping of hands, and cheers from the 
grand stand. After passing once around 
the circle ‘McKinney came jogging 
down in the opposite direction, and 
his many admirers gave him a hearty 
welcome. Cheers upon cheers greeted 
him, and his proud owner doffed his cap 
in recognition of the hearty reception 
of his wonderful horse. Even the wear- 
ers of the orange ribbon cheered lus- 
tily as the noble animal trotted proudly 
by them. Both McKinney and Silkwood 
are beautiful specimens of horsefiesh; 
the former a dark brown stallion and 
Silkwood a jet black stallion. Bets 
were $100 to $90 on Silkwood, and 
pools opened at $20 to $18, with Silk- 
wood at the longend. In a short time 
they sgld $17 to $7, and later on Paris 
mutuals offered $40 to $7 on Silkwood. 

FIRST RACE. 

At 1:25 o’clock the gong sounded, 
and President Pleasant announced that 
the first race would be aspecial between 
Tom Morris, the wonderful peat land 
sprinter, and Bixby’s horse Manzanita, 
Morris to run 110 yards and the horse 
220 yards for a purse of $100. The 
start was from a pistol shot. Morris 
started like. a flash and was_ fully 
twenty-five yards before the horse 
caught his feet. He passed the line in 
11% seconds handily, fully thirty yards 
ahead of the horse. The horse was not 
in it from the start, and banters were 
made by the spectators to bet even 
money that Morris could win against 

the horse in 100 yards on an even 
start. 
THE GREAT EVENT OF THE Day. 

At fifteen minutes! before 2 o’clock 
the gong sounded and the announcement 
was made that next would be the great 
mixed match race between Silkwood 
and McKinney for a purse of $1500. 
The announcement was greeted with 
continued cheers. Silkwood was the 
first to make his appearance, and as he 
passed the thousands of expectant peo- 
ple, hats were lifted, handkerchiefs 
fluttered in the breeze and many voices 
blended in one great cheer for the pride 
of Orange county. He wore beautiful 
rosettes of orange ribbon at the harness 
turrets oneach side. The driver and 
owner, J. Willits, 60 years old, wore 
a band of orange ribbon around his left 
arm, above the elbow. 

Precisely at 2 o’clock time was 
called, the gates flew open and McKin- 
ney stepped proudly into the ring, 
driven by’ his owner, J. W. Durfee. As 
he passed the grand stand another great 
shout went up. 


At 2:05 the horses were called in

President Pleasants spoke to the drivers 
first. Hesaidthe race must be a fair, 
honest race. No crossing or recrossing 
in front of each other or any cheating 
would be tolerated. 
tleman’s face as well as a horse race. 
McKinney was given the pole and tQe 
two greatest horses in Southern Califor- 
nia went to the five-cighth post fora 
start in the race of their lives. On the 
fourth effort they were sent off with 
Silkwood half a neck in the lead. 
Every eye was strained toward the 
short stretch to see Silkwood forge to 
the fromt, taking the pole and setting a 
pace too much for McKin- 
ney. At Quarter in 82% Silkwood 


was leading easily by cight lengths. At 


-the half in 1:06 Silk wood bégan to save 


himself forthe last quarter. McKinney 
increased his pace, coming to within 
three lengths of the black stallion, who 
passed the @hree-quarters in 1:40. As 
both no faced the stretch their 
speed w mereased and away they 
went for thé wire, Silkwood steadily 
pulling away from his competitor and 
comimg under the wire handily, 
five lengths in the lead, in 2:14% 
How the cto#d did yell! Silkwood was 
an easy winger of the first heat. 

For the second heat McKinney sold 
better in the I coming up to $12 
against $20. for Silkwood. McKinney 
came from fhe stables first and off went 
hats and up went handkerchiefs. Silk- 
wood followed, and a repetition of the 
enthusiastic manifestations was ex- 
perienced. Willits nodded for the word 
on the first effort, and away they went 
for asecond trial, Silkwood reaching 
the quarter in 82},. Durfee urged 
McKinney ito a break just past the 
quarter, which allowed Silkwood to 
lengthen the distance between them by 
several lengths. McKinrey sooncaught 
himself and started after Silkwood in a 
2:10% gait. At the half, passed in 
1:05 4, McKinney was rapidly gaining, 
but just before reaching the three- 
quarter post:he again went off his feet, 
while Silkweod turned his head toward 
the judgesin 1:39. McKinney was 
vexed at his maneuvers and made a des- 
perate effort to acquit himself on the 
finish. Durfee fairly lifted him from 
the ground, and how he did respond. 
He fairly flew. But it was too late. 
Silkwood, without a skip, came under 
the wire without apparent effort in 
2:15%, folly four lengths in the lead. 

Silkwood stock now went up, selling 
at $20 against $6 for McKinney. Mc- 
Kinney’s backers seemed confident that 
wonld win the thirdheat. They 
noticed, however, that Silkwood came 
in fresh and easy, and they were satis- 
fied that Willits’ was not driving him 
any harder thdnwas necessary to win 
the heat. They were consequently at 
sea as to the capacity of the great side- 
wheeler. 

On the secgnd effort 
sent on thei 


the pair were 
ast heat, rapidly reach- 
th in 16, Silkwood lead- 

ae. The uarter was 
reached ts 2'¢-" With Mc inney gain- 
ing. Thethird eighth was passed in 
59, the half in 1:06, with McKinney 
three lengths in the-rear. The same 
distance was maintained until the three- 
quarters.was passed in 1:39'4, when 
Durfee realized that his only oppor- 
tunity to change the tide of affairs was 
nearing anend. He spoke to McKin- 
ney and the great stallion responded by 
closing to within a length. Willits 
simply tightened the reins on the black 
and he set a pace that was a surprise to 
both McKinney and his driver. They 
thought they would kill the zreat side- 


wheeler on the home stretch of 
the third heat, but he had more 
life than was needed to pass 
under the wire in the lead. Both 


stallions thurdered down the stretch 
at a terrific gait. McKinney gained 
a little, but Silkwood soon took up tlfe 
slack. The crowd closed in behind 
them, making 2 rush for the outcome, 
filling the track with a solid phalanx of 
excited and delighted humanity as the 
favorite nearedthe wire. Attheseven- 
eighths post yells of ‘‘McKinney is 
beaten’’ were heard down the stretch. 
Silkwood was working easily at Mc- 
Kinney’s best gait, and on he came, 
four lengths ahead of the great trotter, 
passing under the wire without a skip a 


winner of the race in three straight 


heats in 2:13. 
THREE-YEAR-OLD TROT. 

The next race was trotting for three- 
year-old colt stakes, mile and repeat, 
The starters were Edgar’s Ingomar and 
Riggs’ Laguna. Laguna won easily in 
two straight heats in 2:55 and 2:52. 

, THE LAST RACE. 

The last was a special running race, 
five-eighths of a mile dash, for a purse 
of $150. The starters were Sherman's 
Midnight, Caseig Lillie Hayes and For- 
ster’s Bogam. Bogam led, setting the 
pace, Midnight following close in the 
rear. At the upper turn Midnight 
forged ahead, coming under the wire in 
1:04%¢, wioner of the race and first 
money, Bogam second and second 
money, and Lillie Hayes third.

A Tournament of Vaqueros Which 
Thousands Attended. 


Rare Exhibition of Spanish Feats of 
Horsemanship. 


The Bull Comes Out Ahead in the At- 
tempted Fight—The Last Band 
* Concert—Closing Scenes of 
the Celebration.

San Dieco, Sept. 30.—[Special. } The 
event of the third and last day of the 
Cabrillo celebration, and for many the 
event of*the whole entertainment, in 
which the greatest interest was cen- 
tered, was the vaquero tournament, to 
withess which fully 6000 spectators as- 
sembled at the Coronado racetrack this 
afternoon. The crowd was made up of 
all classes, high and low, The grand 
stand was filied to overflowing, the 
area to the front, right and left was 
occupied, carriages werethronged with 
wome on tiptoe upon the seats, cran- 
ing their necks to see, and two long 
lines of horse stables were crowded with 
all the weight of bumanity that their 
frail frames would support, and still the 
stream of humanity poured in, until all 
the space was occupied from which a 
—— of, the track could be caugitt. 

eople began to assemble at 11 o’clock 
in the morhing and kept coming until 
almost sunset. 

A carload of wild cattle and bronchos 
had been sent in from the desert by 
Charles Hardy, and there’ were sixty- 
five vaqueros on hand to participate in 
the exercises, which began soon after, 
under the direction of Chief Don Tomas 
Alvarado of San Diego, assisted by Don 
Antonio Altamirano of Old Town. The 
judges were Don Francisco Pico of San 
Jacinto, Francisco Estudillo of San Ja- 
cinto and Dixie - Thompson of Santa 
Barbara. 

THE WILD CHASE BEGUN, 

Shortly after 2 o’clock the first ani- 
mal was turned loose and the wild chase 
began, resulting in one after another of 
the cattle being laid low in the dust, 
some caught about the horns, neck or 
feet by the lariat, or thrown headlong 
by being caught by the tail by the fleet 
vaquero and jerked off its-feet. The 
apparent absence of allfeeling on the 
part of the vaquero, and the cruelty to 
which the animals were subjected for 
the edification of the people, caused 
many*to turn away and leave the 
grounds. 

For roping and tying an animal in 
the field Chappo Ambrosia, of the Santa 
@iarguerita rancho, won the first prize, 
doing it im fifty-one seconds and 
breaking the Southern California rec- 
ord. Thesecond prize went to Marcus 
Crosthwaite of Lower California. 

The bucking bronchos were ridden by 
several, but the first prize fell to John 
Mansier of Lower California, and Dam- 
ian Raio of San Juan Capistrano took 
the second. Acoin was picked from 
the road three timesin four trials by 
Ed Crosthwaite, giving him the first 
and second prizes.

Dunsuvtn, Sept. 30.—|By the Assoe 
ciated Press.] J. W. Smith, a carpen- 
ter who has been working in Dunsmuir 
this summer, took his wife and little 
daughter down to Castella, six miles 
below here, last evening, and in the 
night fearfally wounded his wife, killed 
his child and tried to commit suicide. 

When Smith and family got off the 
train last evening at Castella they went 
to Mrs. Mullen’s and engaged lodgings 
and board for a week, but when shown 
to their rooms Smith refused to stay in 
them, and kept acting all the while like 
acrazy man. He took his wife and 
daughter to a tent in the brush and tim-

had been camping. They thought the 
tent would do and save expenses. 
About LO o'clock a shot was heard, and 


from that time on shooting was kept up 
till davlight. 


Smith then brought a bundle in

The store-keeper, notic- 
ing blood on the bundie, laid back the 
wrappings and was horrified to find the 
mutilated form of a little girl: One 
side of her body had been blown and 
torn away by the shooting, and her 
throat was cut, nearly severing her. 
head.

Ina few minutes Mrs. Smith came 
‘tottering toward the store, her left arm 
and shaulder being shot away. She 
was put tobed by srs. Mullen. She 
said that she gave Smith two revolvers 
and a shotgun, and they agreed for him 
to killthe child first and then to kill 
her and last of all himself. She said a 
vigilance committee was after them 
and that they wanted to get away from 
them. She was very weak, but seemed 
rational, and Smith seemed to have 
made an effort tc kill himself, but the 
charge grazed and blacked one side of 
his head. He was arrested and -tied 
down to the floor in the store. 

The family came to Dunsmuir from 
Sisson. Their neighbors here speak 
well of them. Others say that she 
wanted to leave him and take her child 
with her. They had not always been 
harmonious and he said after he was 
arrested that he took his family away 
from Dunsmuir to murder them, being 
afraid to do so in this town. Mrs. 
Smith was a bright and nicely appear- 
ing lady and the little girl 6 years old, 
was alovely child. Smith has been a 


common drunkard. Dr. Tregloar 
stated that Mrs. Smith would die this 
evening. 


As the westbound express left Duns 
muir, at 60 clock this evening, about 
fifteen men boarded it, with a rope and 
everything ready for quick work, and, 
as soon as thé train slackenéd speed at 
Castella, they jumped offand rushed up 
to where a deputy sherif of Shasta 
county stood witha guard and Smith, 
ready to board the train and take the 
prisoner to Redding. With drawn pis- 
tols the party forced the deputy sheriff 
and guard to stand aside, and while 
some of the party kept the officers cov- 
ered, others took Smith a short -dis- 
tance away and hanged him to an oak 
tree. 

Within ten minutes after the train 
halted Smith was a dead man. He 
said: ‘Gentlemen, I deserve it. I did 
wrong.”’ 

Before nightfall the avengers were 
back in their homes. Some believe 
that it was Smith’s threatenings that 
made Mrs. Smith tell the story of their 
agreement to murder the child and then 
herself. Mrs. Smith passed — at 
7:30 this evening. 


CHARGED WITH TREASON. 


Homestead Strike Leaders Arrested on a 
New Accusation. 

Homestead (Pa.,) Sept. 30.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A sensation was 
caused here tonight when a number of 
members of the Advisory Committee of 
the strikers, Chairman Crawford and 
Members Baird, Rvland, Dierken 
Brown, were arrested. They 
charged with treason. The warrants 
were based on information made 
before Chief Justice Paxton. The 
arrests were very unexpected. The 
prisoners were taken to Pittsburgh 
and landed in jail. The strikers are 
very much excited. The informa- 
tion against the men charges O’Don- 
members of the Advisory Committee, 
with preparing and levying war against 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
and defying and resisting the Consti- 
tution, laws and authority. The peti- 
tions on which Chief Justice Paxton is- 
sued the warrants were made by county 
officers. 


This is the first time in the history of 
the State that any resident has been 
charged with treason, and the outcome 
of the cases will be watched with in- 
terest.

The question of affording relief to 


evicted Irish tenants occupied the at- 
tention of the Cabinet yesterday and to- 
day Morley is understood to have ad- 
vised a temporary grant of money on 
the ground that the commission cannot 
complete the inquiry in time to prepare 
a bill at the opening of Parliament, and 
while the commission is deliberating 
the evicted tenants suffer. The Irish 
Evicted Tenants’ Association ask in the 
interim a grant of £250,000, with due 
representation on the commission. It 
is Jearned that the ministers are in- 
tlined to concede a molety of the 
evicted tenants’ demands, but refuse to 
immediately sanction any portion of 
the proposed grant. | 

The gravity of the eviction trouble 
becomes more intense under the action 
of the Tory landlords. The number of 
evicted tenants now reaches 4500. 
The number of eviction notices pending 
under the act of 1887 reaches almost 
80,000. If the landlords mean to try 
to foil the Liberal policy by wholesale 
evictions there will be a bitter land 
The ministerial circle is confi- 
dent that the Cabinet will not hesitate 
to sanction the boldest measure the 
executive may require to foil the 
Unionist tactics. 

The appearance of a Belgian expedi- 
tion on the Upper Nile, witbin the Brit- 
ish sphere of influence, has led the En- 
glish foreign office to intimate that 
Belgium must withdraw'the expedition. 
King Leopold, however, is using his in- 
fluence with the British court and the 
manacers of the Kast African Company 
to induce Lord Rosebery to consent to 
the absorption of part of the Upper 
Nile country into the Congo State. 

Secretay Rusk’s proclamation de- 
claring the United States free from 
pleuro-pneumonia has not yet officially 
reached the Board of Agriculture here. 
The board officials, however, accept 
the declaratidbn as valid and appear 


ready to respond to the United 
States authorities’ application for 
free admission of live cattle. 
The Live Stock Journal, refer- 


ring to the vast importance of the 
proclamation, holds that the Govern- 
ment must allow a sufficient interval to 
elapse in order to prove beyond a doubt 
that the disease is wholly suppressed, 
and that this provision should have 
been made against Texes fever, of 
which 500 cases were detected in 1891 
among animals intended for export. 


A JAPANESE TYPHOON. 


Great Loss of Life and Immense Dest rac- 
_ tion of Property. 

San Francisco, Sept. 30.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Pacific Mail 
Company's new steamship Peru arrived 
this evening twenty-two days from 
Hongkong via Yokohama. She brings 
Japanese news up to September 6. 

The gale which swept over south- 
ern and central Japan last month, 
inflicting such terrible damage in the 
Tokushima prefecture, also devastated 
the Riukin Islands, and a report from 
Okinawa gives the following figures: 
Four hundred persons crushed to death; 
missing, 24; boats blown out to sea, 
23; houses completely overthrown, 
1500, and 1100 partially overthrown; 
outhouses blown down and injured, 
2000; trees blown down, 3500. Crops 
Were also greatly injured, and the 
above figures do not include the devas- 
tation wrought in the smaller islands. 

A typhoon September 4 did much 
damage in the Shizuoka, Aiohia and 
Gumma prefectures. At Hamamatou 
the courthouse, a school. sixty-two 
dweliings and a brick railway shed 
were blown down and ten persons 
killed and many wounded. 

In the Shizuoka prefecture 800 
dwelling houses were blown down or 
partially destroyed. Six bridges were 
washed away and four embankments 
broken. Seven houses were. swept 


‘away and seventy-one stores destroyed. 


Inthe Aichia prefecture five people 
were killed and two wbounded. Ke- 
claimed lands were flooded and seventy 
dwellings washed away. Great damage 
was done in other parts of the province, 
also in the Gumme prefecture the same 
story of devastation was told. Houses 
were destroyed and eight people in- 
jured. 

During a festival at the Moon Temple 
near Kobea terrible accident occurred. 
The temple is approached by a flight of 
250 steps. very steep. While a dense 
crowd was ascending the steps, a man 
at the top slipped, and in his fall 
brought down thirty people. Five were 
killed outright and others terribly in- 
jured. 

The great typhoon also reached the 
Island of Manilla: The Spanish consul 
at Hong Kong: received dispatches from

.Dahomeyaas Repulsed by French. 

Panis, Sept. 30.—A dispatch from 
Porto Novo says: ‘‘While the French 
gunboats, Opal and Coral, were ascend- 
ing the River Queme at Tanque, Sep- 
tember 28, they were attacked by the 
Dahomeyans, who were repulsed with 
heavy loss, the ground being strewn 
with dead bodies. One Frenchman was 
kiiled and thirteen wounded.”’

She Retarnsto Victoria and Prepares for 
Another Expedition. 


Port Townsenp (Wash.,) Sept. 80.—

Cieve (O.,) Sept.. 30.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senator Sherman, 
spoke at North Fairfield, Huron county, 
today. It was his opening speech in 
the campaign, and he went into the 
Fourteenth Congress District, where 
there isa bitter fight, with Congress- 
man Harter (Dem.) on one side, and E. 
C. Johnson (Rep.) on the other. About 
5000 persons were at the meeting. 
Senator Sherman reviewed the mater- 
ial progress of the United States, un- 
der the protective tariff, since 1861, 
claiming that al} prosperity was due to 
the Republican policy. | He said: 

We stand by this poljcy; we maintain 
and defend that it is constitutional and 
right, as beneficial to all classes of our peo- 
ple and as one of the best results of the Re- 
publican policy. To say that this policy ot 
protection, the principal design of which is 
to promote the interests of the laboring 
man, is a fraud upon him, isa — 
whicb every reasoning being can dete(t. 

The modern Democracy has thrown off 
all disguises and declared cpenly for the 
doctrine proclaimed in the Confederate 


houn. 

Mr. Sherman said he noticed that 
Senator Hill insisted in his recent 
speech that the Democratic party still 
stands on the old doctrine of tariff for 
revenue only with incidental protection. 
Senator Hill’s position, he said, was 
not tenable for the reason that the 
Democratic convention not only re- 
jected the incidental protection idea, 
but substituted for it the provisions of 
the Confederate constitution. The Sen- 
ator continued: 

It is for you, fellow citizens, to say 
whether the public policy which has main-

All members of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee ‘in town called on 
Cleveland this afternoon and remained 
with*him over amhour. They included 
Don M. Dickinson, Secretary Sheerin, 
A. P. Gorman, Calvin S. Brice, Josiah 
Quincy, B. B. Smalley. 

It is understood the conference be- 
tween Cleveland and Grace related to 
the anti-snappers’ position on local pol- 
itics. Cleveland subsequently said he 
could not discuss the local political sit- 
uation. Dave Hillis here. It is under- 
stood the political managers will try to 
get them together. Cleveland will 
have a conference with the Democratic 
Campaign Committee this afternoon. 

This evening there were many callers 
at Mr. Cleveland’s apartment. Ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney remained with Mr. 
Cleveland most of the evening. Rep- 
resentatives of both the regular State 
organization and the  anti-snappers 
called and had conferences. After the 
State committee adjourned without 
nominating a candidate for Chief Jus- 
tice of the Court of Appeals, presuma- 
bly awaiting the action of the anti- 
members, Messrs. Croker and Daly hur- 
ried over to the hotel and had a long 
talk.

Whitney is of the — opinion 
that the more Democratic local candi-- 
dates there are the fuller the vote will 
be for the national ticket. Croker said 
there is danger from the third ticket 
movement; not that he fears the oppo-. 
sition to Tammany, but the third ticket 
will be used for trading, and trading 
legislative candidates might cause a 
loss of the United States Senatorship. 

When Mr. Grace emerged from the 
conference he said he had had a long talk 
with Cleveland on the situation; that 
the ex-President considered his pros- 
pects of election splendid, judging 
from the reports received. Grace said 
he did not mention an, independent lo- 
calticket to Cleveland, not thinking 
the latter ought to be asked to inter- 
fere in these local affairs. 

The anti-snappers hada meeting to- 
night, at which Grace was present. The 
general sentiment of the speakers fa- 
vored putting forth a local ticket and 
the sentiment was loudly applauded by 
the gathering. Nothing definite, how- 
ever, was determined supon, and the 
conference commtttee was instructed 
to see the other district organizations. 

A numberof prominent lowa Demo- 
crats had a lengthy conference with the 
Democratic Campaign Committee this 
afternoon, urging that with proper ef- 
fort lowa can be carried for Cleveland 
and Stevenson.

POLICE BUSINESS. 


Another Chapter in the Chinese Gambling 
Investigation. 

The long-drawn-ont investigation of 
the Chinese gambling matter was con- 
tinued before the Police Commission 
yesterday afternoon, with Mayor’ Has 
are and Commissioners Lewis, Mackey, 
Snyder and Chief Glass present. 

Officer Stephenson was first called, and 
Commissioner Mackey asked the witness 
who had told him to keep off the China- 
town beat. Stephenson said that Bevan 
had requested him to confine himself to 
his own beat, if he wanted to be 
friendly with him (Bevan). The wit- 
ness had formed no impression that the 
request was prompted from any other 
desire than to reserve Bevan’s rights 
undisturbed. 

Officer Purvis was then recalled and 
questioned upon the same point. His 
statements coincided substantially with 
his testimony previously given, nothing 
new being developed. 

Ex-Chief Burns failed to appear, 
he had been requested to, and C. D. 
Platt, who had also promised to be on 
hand, did not show up either. This 
left the matter in nearly the same con- 
ditionas it was at the last postpone- 
ment, as the above two witnesses were 
the ones expected to bring the investi- 
gation up to a tangible point from 
which some satisfactory conclusion 
might be arrived at. The committee 
concluded to let the matter rest over 
until Mr. Burns would seta date when 
he could appear before them, andit was 
so ordered. 

Chief Glass offered for filing two re 
ports compiled from official records in 
the Pélice Department, covering the

gamblers without difficulty, and in con- 
junction with Dorsey’s testimony the 
Statement was made that there had 
been about 160 arrests and nearly 
$2000 of fines’ turned into the city 
treasury monthly during said period.

Only Another Democratic Blunder. 

The Democrats never illustrated their 
fatal capacity to blunder more forcibly 
than they did when they set out to per- 
secute their man Peck for publishing 
the straight statistics compiled in his 
office and protecting his correspondents 
who had given him inside information 
about their business affairs under 
pledge of privacy. The Democratic 
managers tried hard to put Peck in jail, 
but they did not succeed; it would have 
been allthe worse for their cause if 
they had. The country never counte- 
nances anything that looks like politi- 
cal persecution. Commissioner Peck 
made out a_ perfectly straight 
case in justification of his mo- 
tives. Even if he burned the letters 
from his correspondents rather than 
divulge the confidential information 
therein contained, unprejudiced people 
will see nothing henious in that. All 
that the public was entitled to—the 
generalizations: obtained from those 
letters—it had received in the pub- 
lished reports. As to the charge that 
Commisiqmer Peck ‘‘cooked up”’’ his re- 
turns in order to injure the cause of 
the free traders, that is simply bosh. 
He has shown that, when his tabula- 
tions were made up, he did not know 
whether Cleveland or Hill would be the 
nominee of his party. He gave the re- 
sults of those tabulations honestly; they 
discredited the Democratic argument 
that laboring men in New York were 
receiving no benefit from the protec- 
tive tariff, and the conclusions which 
he drew were a hard blow to his party. 
For this the sentiment of the country 
would not have justified a persecution 
of the commissioner, and if the Demo- 
cratic managers had succeeded in put- 
ting him in jail it would have hurt their 
chances more than any advantages 
they could have gained by discrediting 
his statistics. The country, however, 
may take the will for the deed. The 
Democratic managers went far enough 
to show their malevolent purpose, and 
they advertised Peck and his figures 
more than they could have done in'any 
other way. 2 

But there is little use inscotding Dem- 
ocrats for using their own proper pre- 
rogative to blunder onevery important 
occasion. Thev have always done it. 
They blundered when they upheld 
slavery; they blundered when they fa- 
vored secession; they blundered when 
they declared the wara failure. They 
have blundered ever since the war. 
They blundered when they went ‘‘hell- 
bent’’ for free trade at the Chicago 
convention; they blundered when they 
pronounced in favor of returning the 
country toanera of wild-cat money; 
they blundered when they nominated 
Cleveland fora third time. They have 
blundered all through the campaign and 
have made a pretty mess of it, as will 
be made apparent next November. 


New York Will Decide It. 

In this Presidential contest the whole 
country recognizes the fact that New 
York is the pivotal point. The national 
committees on both sides are fully 
awake to the situation and are quietly 
bringing every leverage to bear in the 
Empire State. There is nothing to sub- 
stantiate the Democratic claim of prob- 
able success in the Northwest, and the 
Republican hope that any Southern 
State (with the possible exception of 
West Virginia) will be returned for 
Harrison and Reid isillusive. Whether 
the South actually goes for the Demo- 
cratic nominees or not, it will be 
counted for them. But the chances are 
that in the absence of an ‘‘unholy inter- 
ference by the General Government” 
and a liberal use of whips and shotguns 
the people who would vote anything 
else except the Democratic ticket will 
stay away from the Southern polls. 

The money which Chairman Warrity 
proposes to spend in the West will be 
money thrown away. In 1888 Iowa 
gave Harrison a majority of 31,721, 
Wisconsin 21,321, Nebraska 27,878, 
Michigan 22,918 and Kansas 80,159. 
These majorities will not te overturned 
in spite of all the talk of fusion and kin- 
dred political schemes. In Kansas it is 
suspected that the veterans of the war, 
referred to by the Durham (N. C.) 
Clobe as ‘‘the beggars whom Grover 
Cleveland slapped in tne face,’’ had 
something to do with the unprecedented 
majority in the Sunflower State. 

The great West, therefore (with the 
possible exception of Colorado), will go 
Republican; the solid South will be 
solidly Democratic as of yore, and New 
York will have the deciding voice. 

When the problem is-thus simplified it 
is not difficult to pfedict the successful 
ticket. In 1888 New York gave Harri- 
son a plurality of 13,002 over Cleve- 
land. The Democratic candidate is not 
so strong in hisown State now as, he 
was in 1888, and Harrison is stronger 
there. If Chairman Carter is as shrewd 
as Chairman Quay was at the former 
election in handling the returns of New 


York city, giving the Tammany strikers 


no chance to,manipulate the figures, 
there is hardly a chance to doubt that 
New York will score a larger plurality 
for the Republican ticket than it did 
the lasttime. And New York will tell 
the story. 


Poetry Vs. Mathematics. 
It is sometimes a little dangerous for 
a poet to wade into statistics. Tenny- 
son wrote: 


Every moment dies a man, 
Every moment one is born. 


Tennyson's inaccuracy was galling to 
C. Babbage, a distinguished mathema- 
tician, who wrote to the poet, showing 
conclusively that for every death the 
births numberr 1.167. He suggested 
that, in the next edition of his works, 
Tennyson make the couplet read: 


Every moment dies a wfan, 
And one and a sixtecnth is born. 


Now comes along a Columbus (O.) 
man, who is “something on figzers’’ 
himself, and challenges Babbage’s 
amendment. He submits that ‘‘a ‘dis- 
tinguished arithmetician’ who says 
that 1.167 is one and a. sixteenth 
should re@nter school, beginning at the 
C primary, where he would quickly 
learn to reduce his decimal fractions to 
common fractions and ascertain that 
1.167 is one and one-sixth. Now one 
and one-sixth spoils the meter, so he 
suggests: 

Every moment dies aman, 
And geven-sixths of one is born. 

But the Columbus ‘‘figgerer’’ has 
fallen into error himself, for 1.167 is 
not one and one-sixth. It is one and 
167-1Q00ths. The decimal which 
nearly expresses one and one-sixth is 
1.666,666,666 plus. Ofcourse Tenny- 
son might fill out his second line with 
figures, but, if he used decimals, he 
would still be a little ‘“‘teeny-weenty”’ 
part of aman short. We might figure 
it another way. If 1.167 men are born 
in a second, then one man is born each 
1000-1167ths of a second. The lines 
would then stand: 


Every moment dies a man, 


Every 1000-1167ths of asecond a baby 
is born. 


This would be a little Walt Whitman- 
ish as to poetry, but how it would de- 
light the mathematicians. 


THe organs and orators of the Peo- 
ple’s party seem to have the science of 
yelling ‘‘You’re a liar’’ down pat. The 
sum and substance of their “argu- 
ments’? when discussing political ques- 
tions are ‘‘You're a liar!’” We readthe 
offensive sentence in their newspapers 
and hear it from their female as well as 
their male howlers from the stump. 
The populites will find, however, that

a liar!”’

The Porter Law and Primary

Still the Subject of Much Discussion 

Among the Politicians, 

As Wide a Ranga of Committee Con- 
trol Allowed as Desirable,

atore—Thousands of Copies of 
Peck's Report Sent Out.

THE SALTON LAKE. 


The Water Drying Up Very Fast—No 
Trouble at the Salt Works. 

There have becn many stories pub- 
lished of late upon the probable effect 
of the basin of water which annually 
collects at Salton, more recently known 
as the Salton Lake. -it has been said in 
the glowing description of the region, 
thatthe inundation of last year had 
caused the arid salt basin to blossom as 
a rose, and the eternal verdure to spring 
up in unwonted and forsaken spots. D. 
W. Durbrow, manager of the salt works 
at Salton, was in town yesterday and 
related the true state of affairs in the 
briny region, which rather robs the 
widelv-circulated stories of their vis- 


ionary .embellishments. Mr. Durbrow | 


says that the water has now almost en- 
tirely evaporated in the lake, and all that 
remains is that which has collected in 
the lagoons further up. The salt works, 
he says, have experienced no difficulty 
whatever this seasom’On account of ac- 
cumulated water, and that the soil di- 
rectly adjacent to the basin is of sucha 
salty consistency asto make it almost 
impossible for vegetation to thrive. 
He says, however, that up along the 
new channel, beyond: the lagoons, the 
water has produced a growth of grass, 
but is quite certain that such can re- 
main only for a time, as all the moisture 
will eventually evaporate from the 
-sandy soil.
